Tbe Ohio river reached a barge stage of 
water at Pittsburgh yesterday, when the 
marks at Davis Island Dam ehowed f) 
feet and rising slowly. Each coal firm 
will send trom one to three towboats out. 
There will be about 4.000.000 bushels of 
coal sent out on tbie rile. 

The E R Andrews, tbe largest and 
finest Kanawha towboat. ran through her- 
sels Friday near Manchester. She ran 
through her starboard engine, breaking 
both heads out of the cylinder and break- 
ing the pitman. She returned to Cincin- 
nati, where she will lay two or three days 
for repairs 

Captain J F. Ellison of the Pittsburgh 
and Cincinnati Packet Line, has Juit 
booked a party of passengers for the fine 
steamer Queen City next Saturday. It 
will consist of fifteen or twenty Chicago 
schoolteachers They will come direct 
from Chicago to Cincinnati by rail and 
make the trip from Cincinnati to Pitts 
burgh and return on the Queen City. 
Captain Ellison hopes that this party will 
pave the way for many otbers from 
Chicago and other places. If tbe beau- 
ties of the trip were more widely known, 
twice the number of steamers now in the 
business would not carry all the people 
who would make tbe pleasure journey.

The contrast between the financial 
conditio! of the country today and that 
when it fairly entered npon the War in 
M| is strongly marked. Then the 
money in circulation was less than 
t35O,0OO,0«), or one-fifth of what it is 
today, and the amount per capita *10 96 
against $23 6« per capita today, as 
shown by the latest statement of 
Treasury Department. The money 
circulation is more than double today 
what it was in April. is:y, while the 
fact that the latest report of the Comp- 
troller of the Currency shows larger 
soma on deposit in the Nation 
than ever before in the history of the 
country indicates that the people are in 
condition to respond to calls for loan; 
to the Government shouKI occasion 
require stieh call. Official reports of 
the Government also show the deposlls 
in savings banks to be in amount 
greater than any other period in the 
history of the country. 

Henby Clew?, the eminent financial 
authority, in speaking of the possible 
outbreak says the point raised 
Spain is bankrupt and is in consequence 
a weak foe is not well taken. Iu the 
event of Spain going to war « 
country it will certainly be impossible 
for her to raise money by the sale of 
her bonds, as they have already gone 
down to 42*. and in the event of hos- 
tilities they will go down to probably 
25 or less. She will therefore naturally 
abandon ambition to keep up her Na- 
tional credit, and hence interest on her 
outstanding obligations will be sure to 
be defaulted on. This amounts to 
about $100,000,000 a year whiea she 
will have for war purposes. Contribu- 
tions and forced revenue from the peo- 
ple will be one of the processes re- 
sorted to to carry on the war. Spain 
will be in a position similar to that of 
a bankrupt railroad, which makes a bad 
foe for a solvent competitor. A rail- 
road in the hands of a receiver pays 
ont nothing except to keep the road in 
repair and can make forced loans be- 
sides through receiver's certificates au- 
thorized by Court, which become a first 
claim against the road, to provide for 
pay-rolls and expenses to keep the road 
in fighting condition-ostensibly to be 
in a safe condition to prevent a sacrifice 
of life. A weak railroad can, therefore, 
eut rates so low as te inflict serious 
injury to a strong competitor if it con- 
ies the fight long enoagh. While 
Spanish 4s at present price (42t) yield 
< 9+ per eent. interest. United States 4s 
(at 121) yield only 21 per eent. interest, 
and, notwithstanding the wide differ- 
ence In the market price of the two 
securities, United States bonds are in- 
finitely the cheapest and most desirable 
for an Investment, because the principal 
and interest are absolutely secure under 
any circumstances, whereas, in the 
event of war, Spanish bonds will cer- 
tainly be made absolutely insecure, if 
Mt worthless.
